1 bus and 1 radio truck were parked near the planes. On 5 March, 
there was flying by MlG-l5s. On 14 March, 8 MiG-1 Fs, 22 single- 
engine planes, 3 transports and. 1 biplane were observed at the 
field. Only one MiG-15 was observed landing at the field. 

2. A radio installation was located about <yOv meters east of the 
east end of the runway. (1) A shed was located about 75 meters 
from the radio Installation, toward the runway, bast of the radio 
installation was a bunker ivhieh, during air activity, had a red 
flag on top.

IJivht flyirm was practiced between 10 p.m. and midnight. Every 
day from 2b March to 4 April, there was intensive flying by 
MiG-1 5s. Source counted an average of .70 to oO circles flown per 
day. No flying was observed from 10 to 1? April. On 1 ;»pril, 

14 swept-back jet fighters and 4 transports were observed at tne 
field.
